VESSEL) 
THE “REINDEER.” 

One of the best known vossels on 
the Channel Islands’-route has end- 
ed her days, for the Great Western 
steamer “Reindeer” is offered for 


sale as she Hes at Cardiff. . Just 
thirty years old, she has had an [n- 


Alteresting and very. useful career, 


and has proved an excellent Invest- 
ment for her. owner. They had 
her built in 1897 by the Naval Con- 
struction and Armaments Company, 
of Barrow, now Messrs. . Vickera, 
and she was a great improvement 
on the Ibex of six years. before. 
She and her sister, the “Roebuck,” 
were made ‘as big as was permitted 
by the harbours at Weymouth and 
Guernsey, and with their passenger 
accommodation of. over 700 aplece 
they were regarded as moat ‘satis- 
factory vessels. The “Reindeer” 
was a steel twin-screw: schooner 
rigged steamer of 1,193 tons gros, 
with triple expansion engines do- 
signed to give her a steady 20 knots, 
and she has been capable of 17 
knots until the end. She was ori- 
ginally designed for the night ser- 
vice, and in addition to her passen- 
ger accommodation had atowage for 
quite a considerable quantity of 
high-priced express cargo. On trial 
she made 2014 knots, and was im- 
mediately put on ‘the Channel 
Islands run, which she maintained 
with the greatest success until Ocot- 
ber, 1914, when she was taken up 
by the Government as a, transport. 

Sho was almost, immediately after- 


“Majestic,” when that vessel. was 
torpedoed off Cape Helles. ‘Imme- 
diately after the Armistice she was 
sent back to ‘home waters to assist 
in the repatriation of the Army ‘in 
France, and she was not ready. to 
: her--pre-war service until 
February, 1920. .° 

In May, 1925, it was announced 
that she would be sold, ‘the new 
steamers “St. Helier”: and “St, 
Julien” rendering’ her surplus. to 


‘Ithe requirements of the company, 


but her owners did not consider 
that the offers were satisfactory, 
and: she was refitted at Plymouth 
for a spare ship. Soon after she 
was recommissioned ‘she was used 
for trying out Mr.'D. B.S. Shan- 
mon’s patent wireless 
and almost immediately afterwards, 


lwhile running ‘in place of the 
\damaged “St. Helfer,” she rammed 


the pler at Jersey and damaged her 
bow severely. She was repaired 


*|by Cammell Lairds, on the Mersey, 


and on the way round picked up the 
crew. of the ketch “Denbighshire 


_ [Lage,” which had foundered off the 


Smalls, Had not the “Reindeer” 
arrived when she did it is doubtful 
whether they. would have survived. 
The repairs completed, she ran on 
the summer excursion traffic to the 
islands, and, replaced. the “St. 
Helier” during the winter, ..carry- 
ing out further very useful tests 
with the Marcon! direction finder. 
The decision to give additional ‘ac- 
commodation to the new “Roebuck” 
and her sister the “Sambur” ren- 
Lders her surplus to the company’s 
present requirements.

As. a resuit.of the western .. en- 
trance to the Royal Victoria Dock 
having Been closed to trafic for 
some months past owing to its bad 
condition, representations have 
been received, on the one hand from 
various leading flrms and bodies in- 
terested “In-the-..lighterage trade, 
millers and waterside manufactur- 
ers whose traffic ia largely Hghter- 
ed to.and from the docks, urging 
the necessity for the retention of 
the western entrance as 4 barge 
lock, while on the other hand cer- 
tain ‘shipowners are desirous of 
the permanent closing. of the en- 
trance, The Port Authority have 
decided to dry, the «lock gate 
platforms to enable a detailed ex- 
amination to be made, with . the 
view of ascertaining the exact. con- 
dition of the entrance below’ water. 

New Contracts. . 

The' Port Authority have ac- 
cepted the tender of Messrs. Worth- 
ington Simpson, Ltd., 
electrically-driven impounding 
plant in. substitute for existing 
steam-drivan plant at the, West 
India Dock. The machinery will 
be capable of pumping the requir- 
ed amount of water in four. hours 
each tide to maintain the dock 
water at T.H.W. level. A contract 
has also been placed with the Cleve- 
land Bridge and Engineering Co, 
Ltd., for the supply,and erection of 
the lock gates for the new entrance 
to the South West India Dock. As 
is well’ known, the West India and 
Millwall Docks system is being 
completely modernised and jnter-

radium in this country is owned 

by the Government, and consists 


“lof five grammes, worth £80,000. 


It is lent to various hospitals. 

This fact was mentioned by an 
official of the Radium Institute to 
a reporter in London to-day, fol- 
lowing the protest \by = Dr. 
Graham, Little, M.P., against the 
Government's Safeguarding Duty, 
imposed in January last year, 

.Radium costs here £16,000. a 
gramme, and there are 38.3 
grammes to an ounce. The 
amount obtained for £16,000 is 
ebout the weight of a threepenny- 
piece, and” it is calculated that 
redium is 22,000 times: as: valu- 
able as platinum, which i is £20 an 
ounce.
